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TRAFFIC AT 93 AND 129 


For the past week or so a policeman has been 
stationed on Lowell Street (Route 129) where it 
passes over Route 93, every evening from 4:30 


He is stationed there on direct orders from 
the Tow Manager, who seeks to alleviate the 
traffic conditions caused by the thousands of 
Avco employees leaving for home at that time. 

The fact that the Town Manager is giving 
some thought to the problem is to be commended, 
but the answer obviously is not a permanent 
one. To station a policeman there every evening 
for a: hour, five days a week, is to cut the 
effect ve force of the Wilmington Police De- 
partment by one third during these hours. 

A serious traffic problem does exist at the 
intersection of the two routes, especially just 
before 8 am and just after 4:30 pm. Instead of 
@ clover leaf, which could have been construct- 
ed there are but two interchange roads. Autos 
keep blocking each other, as they are forced to 
eross traffic lanes. 

But a traffic cop is not the answer. 

Lowell Street Park, the "left over" portion 
9f Lowell Street can provide a part of the ans- 
wer, for the morning hours, and with a minimum 
of cost.” 

Let Lowell Street Park be connected to. Route 
93, strictly as a one way exit for southbound 
ears, that is cars coming from the direction of 
Lawrence. This can be done for a few thousand 
dollars, and a part of the problem would be 
solved, that is there would be no cross-over 
traffic in the morning hours. 

A four way clover leaf, of course, is the 
real answer - and one that would do much more 
to alleviate conditions on Lowell Street at the 
Route 93 intersection than would the proposed 
widening of that street.

The Annual Meeting of the Am- 
erican Bar Association held in 
Chicago today, was the scene of 
a lively panel discussion on the 
subject of Governmental Admin- 
istrative Procedures, 

The panel of three who faced 
@ barrage of questions were Alan 
S. Boyd, Chairman of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, Laurence K. 
Walrath, Chairman of the Inter 
state Commerce Commission and 
Joseph P, Healey, President ofthe 
Middlesex County National Bank 
in Everett, 

Many of the questions were dir- 
ected to Mr. Healey who is one 
of the original eleven members of 
the Administrative Conference ap- 
painted by President Kennedy on 
April le, 1961, 

At that time the Conference was 
directed to study problems involv- 
ing administrative agencies and to 
Suggest methods that would sim- 
plify procedures, to explore ave- 
nues for the elimination of red 
tape and to devise a plan that 
would permit the free exchange of 
ideas and techniques between agen- 
cies, The President's final request 
was for the Conference to give 
considerable thought to procedures 
that would give new life and a 
new overall efficiency to the work 
of the administrative agencies, 

During the panel discussion, Mr, 


/ Healey indicated the magnitude of 


the assignment and in his address, 
he summed up four of the more 
important recommendations made 
to the President, three of which 
already have been passed along by 
Mr. Kennedy for action by the 
agencies involved, 

The Conference outlined a set of 
principles to guide agencies in est- 
ablishing a ‘Code of Behaviour’ 
which would eliminate improper 
contacts on matters still pending 
before an agency for decision and 
action, 

Government red tape and lengthy 
delays were covered in detail, The 
Conference recommended that 
Hearing Officers should be de- 
legated authority to make decisions 
to avoid the endless referrals to 
‘higher-ups’ and the resulting 
bottle-neck. It was suggested that 
ways should be devised to make 
the most of the special skills and 
experience of long time employees 
who had much to offer. 

Private contractual relations 
with the Government was a prime 
target, Among the more serious 
situations uncovered was the plight 
of many small companies whose

existence in many cases depended 
on the work they performed for 
the Government, Their blacklist- 
ing throughout the entire Govern- 
ment Procurement Section and 
Subsequent inability to obtain a 
hearing on sometimes unfounded 
charges, as well as their inability 
to obtain new contracts, stirredthe 
Committee. Mr, Healey felt the 
Conference recommendations 
would eliminate this undemocratic 
procedure.
